BYU hosts DOE panel;

Jones said they had conducted their 
experiments in two different meth- 
ods.

Jones 
found the same patterned results by 
using pressure in stainless-steel 
cylinders. The energy release results 
were the same using both methods.

President Bush vetoed a measure 
Tuesday that would have increased 
the minimum wage to $4.55 an hour, 
said a White House spokesman.

A BYU professor said the air pol- 
lution study released Friday by an 
expert who was hired by Geneva 
Steel is not relevant without more 
studies being released. 

“The study (by Geneva Steel) is 
not very relevant,” said Sam Rush- 
forth Tuesday to the Utah County 
Committee on Clean Air. “We can- 
not negotiate on this study until all 
three studies are out.” 

The study focuses on the 1987-88 
year only and does not take into con- 
sideration the years before and after 
the plant opened, said Rushforth. 

John A. Cooper, president of Nu- 
clear Environmental Analysis who 
was hired by Geneva Steel, said his 
study shows Geneva Steel con- 
tributes about 45 percent of the PM 
10 in Utah County. That percentage 
is less than the Bureau of Air Qual- 
ity’s figure that said Geneva Steel 
contributes approximately 66 per- 
cent of the PM 10 in Utah County. 

Cooper said the figures are differ- 
ent from the Bureau’s because more 
current sources and profiles were 
available.

21 activists named

BEIJING — The government 
flashed pictures of 21 pro-democ- 
racy activists on national television 
Tuesday and said the students 
were wanted for leading a counter- 
revolutionary rebellion. 

“Every province, region, city, 
police department, railway bu- 
reau, airline and transportation or- 
gan is asked to prevent them from 
escaping,” the television and radio 
report said. 

The government also put border 
guards on alert to prevent the es- 
cape of China’s leading dissident, 
Fang Lizhi, and his wife, Li Shux- 
ian, who were accused of counter- 
revolutionary propaganda but not 
named on the wanted list. They 
were in hiding at the U.S. Em- 
bassy in Beijing. 

Among the students on the 
wanted list was Wu’er Kaixi, who 
told Premier Li Peng in a televised 
meeting in May that he should 
“stop beating around the bush” be- 
cause China faced a political crisis. 

The. television report also 
showed footage taken by a hidden 
camera of the charismatic student 
leader and friends eating at a 
“high-class hotel” and U.S. TV 
footage of him addressing rallies 
for democracy and a freer society. 

Li, who played a leading role in 
crushing the seven weeks of 
protests, told a meeting of top offi- 
cials Tuesday the army had won 
only an “initial victory” when it 
cleared student demonstrators 
from Tiananmen Square on June 
3-4, 

“At present our task is to restore 
order and strike relentless blows at 
the counter-revolutionary rebels,” 
the official Xinhua News Agency 
quoted Li as saying. 

Chinese witnesses and Western 
intelligence sources say as many as 
3,000 people were killed when the 
government turned army troops on 
unarmed residents. 

Streets adjoining Tiananmen 
Square were reopened to car and 
bicycle traffic Tuesday, although 
no stopping was allowed and pedes- 
trians remained barred. 

Missing from the meeting. with. 
Li were Communist. Party chief 
Zhao Ziyang and high-level party 

official Hu Qili, moderates who re- 
portedly opposed the crackdown 
and were stripped of their power 
by conservatives led by senior 
leader Deng Xiaoping. 

Li also said China would not 


yield to foreign pressure to change 
its policy toward the protesters. 

Many countries, including the 
United States, have condemned 
China for ordering its army to fire on 
the students and supporters. Sev- 
eral countries have recalled their 
ambassadors in protest, but none 
has broken ties. 


BYU students 
reach safety 
in Hong Kong

Rod Boynton, BY U’s associate di- 
rector for Study Abroad, said he 
talked to Stephen Wadley, the direc- 
tor of “Study Abroad in Nanjing,” on 
Monday evening. 

Wadley, an assistant professor of 
Asian Languages at BYU, told 
Boynton the BYU group arrived in 
Hong Kong on Monday. All the stu- 
dents are staying in the homes of 
LDS American families in Hong 
Kong for a couple of days before re- 
turning to the United States. 

The students originally planned to 
tour China after completing their 
studies in Nanjing but were recalled 
as a reaction to violence in Beijing 
that began when soldiers fired on 
student demonstrators the night of 
June 3-4, 

Seven California State Univer- 
sity, Northridge, professors arrived 
in Los Angeles Monday after a week 
of trying to get out of China. 

A history professor, Ron Davis, 
said, “I’ve never been through any- 
thing like that. It was fascinating 
and terrifying at the same time.” 

The professors went to Shaanxi 
University in Xian on June 4.. After 
the military crackdown on the pro- 
democracy. movement, began, the | 
group was unable to get a flight out | 
of China. Davis said, “They kept 
telling us there were no seats avail- 
able until the end of the month.” Fi- © 
nally, they took a train to Hong Kong 
and flew to the United States from 
there.

Bridal Veil Falls faces potentially 
harmful situations every season as 
climbers often overestimate their 
skill while climbing the mountain.

One of the climbers fell 150 
feet and was nearly killed. 

Because of these dangerous situa- 
tions, Bridal Veil Falls annually has 
its employees certified in fundamen- 
tal rescue techniques. 

On Monday and Tuesday starting 
at 6 a.m. the nine Bridal Veil em- 
ployees were taught a rescue course, 
which is given every year by Doug 
Hanson, of Hanson School of Moun- 
taineering in Orem. Hanson said his 
primary goal is not to train the em- 
ployees to carry out a full technical 
rescue, but to teach them how to help 
and not hinder through proper tech- 
niques in a crisis situation. 

The students were required to hike

Public school offi- 
cials began encouraging commemora- 
tive activities in the 1890s to cele- 
brate the holiday. i 

In 1893, Philadelphia was the first 
city to recognize June 14 as the day 
the U.S. flag was to be hoisted on all 
public buildings.

Soviets still have biggest war machine 


MOSCOW — Despite its unilateral cuts, the Soviet military’s “overwhelm- 
ing numbers” still make it the world’s biggest war machine and doesn't back up 
Kremlin claims about a switch to defensive ee the chairman of the U.S. 
joint chiefs of staffs said Tuesday. 

“Speaking candidly, it is rather difficult for finer icans — and those in many 
other countries — to see how such a massive array of power is mandated by the 
legitimate needs of defense,” Adm. William J. Crowe Jr. told students and 
instructors at the Vor oshilov General Staff Military Academy in Moscow. 

Crowe, on an 11-day official visit to the Soviet Union, also suggested that 
instead of announcing more unilateral reductions, the Kremlin join the United 
States in negotiating mutual cuts, even of modest scale — a step he said would 
best promote progress in arms control. 

“You'd be surprised at the effect it would have, and pave the way for more 
dramatic steps in the future,” Crowe told his Soviet audience. 

The 64-year-old admiral, accompanied by an entourage of top U.S. brass and 
Gen. Mikhail A. Moiseyev — his official host and head of the Soviet general 
staff — also visited once secret military installations outside Moscow to 
examine weaponry. 

It was the latest in a series of high-level military visits designed to dispel 
mistrust between the superpowers.

Senators’ pensions may reach $1 million 


WASHINGTON — Former Utah Senators Wallace F. Bennett and Frank 
Moss may earn more than a million dollars each from their congressional 
pensions during their lifetimes, the National Taxpayers Union says. 

According to a study the group released Monday, Bennett, a Republican, 
and Moss, a Democrat, are earning more now from their pensions than they 
did during their active years in the Senate. 

Moss, who served from 1959 to 1977, earns $58,308 a year in pension 
payments, compared to a salary of $44,600 in his last year in Congress, for a 
total of $578,389 so far, the report said. 

Bennett, who served from 1951 to 1974, receives $57,900 a year compared to 
his $42, 500 salary i in his last year. He has received $630,633 since retirement 
and the group estimates he could receive up to $942,472 during his lifetime. 

“Most average Americans dream of earning $1 million in their lifetime, and 
many would be shocked to learn that these retired members of Congress will

Teuscher said drug arrests are 
made at least weekly in Provo and last 
week there was at least one arrest per 
day with drug-related charges. 

He said. the drug problem ex- 
presses itself in the community 
through property and auto thefts as 
drug users steal in order to get money 
for drugs. 

“Lately we’ve pulled off some good 
investigations, but it took a lot of time 
and work. It’s hard work,” he said. 

He said other cases pile up and have 
to be put aside in order for the police 
to do these investigations. 

“Drug dealers have become more 
sophisticated and an investigation is a 
deeply involved process. In the last 
few years alone, it’s become more 
complicated and takes more time,” 
Teuscher said. 





The drug problem in Provo is the 
police department’s biggest concern, 
but the citv does not have the man- 
power or money to keep up with the 
problem, said a narcotics investigator 
Tuesday. 

Provo Police Department’s Lt. 
Keith Teuscher said police are work- 
ing constantly to investigate drug or 
drug-related problems, but the prob- 
lem is more than the police can han- 
dle. “We try to control it with our 
limited manpower, but we just don’t 
have enough money or officers to 
compete with all of the drug users and 
dealers out there,” he said. 

Teuscher said he thinks taxpayers 
would be willing to give the police 
more money if they realized the seri- 
ousness of the situation. 

“It’s amatter of where the city puts 
its priorities. I could double my force 
and double the money and still have 
more than enough work to keep ev- 
eryone busy,” he said.

The mutiny on HMS Bounty on 
April 28, 1789, is the famous tale be- 
ing commemorated by an exhibition 
of carefully selected “Bounty” related 
material in the Lee Library’s collec- 
tion room. 


“The mutiny on HMS Bounty is one 


of those tales of the sea which effort- 
lessly captures the imagination; the 
story is replete with imagery,” said 
Russell Clemett, librarian in the 
HBLL and author of the exhibit cata- 
log. As referred to in the exhibit cata- 
log, “The Mutiny on the Bounty” is 
the story of William Bligh who is a 
sadistic bully who drives his terror- 
ized crew to mutiny. 

The material for the exhibit was 
taken from the library’s extensive 
Pacific voyages collections and liter- 
ary collections. The exhibit will fea- 
ture 43-items including maps, books, 
photos and film memorabilia. 

Clemett said the library’s acquisi- 
tions program began collecting mate- 
rials dealing with Captain Cook 20 
years ago, which led to the collection 
of the materials for the “Mutiny on 
the Bounty” exhibit. 

Because the acquisition program 
was so thorough, the library only had 
to buy three of the 43 items on ex- 
hibit, said Clemett. 

The conservation department lo- 
cated in the library has the responsi- 
bility of setting up the exhibit. 

“Our responsibility is to see that 
none of the items are damaged by ei- 
ther the light or the atmosphere,” 
said Jane Dalrymple-Hollo, a rare 
book conservator for the HBLL 

To celebrate the opening of the ex- 
hibit, the library will be showing the 
three different film versions of “The

Bookstore blues 


Dear Editor: 

The bookstore generally chooses 
not to engage the Universe in debate 
when there is a reason to question the 
accuracy of a story involving the 
store® « 

In this case, since I am the person 
being misunderstood, I am choosing 
to respond. 

When Ms. Newell came into the of- 
fice of the General Book Department, 
which I manage, she represented her- 
self as a student and customer con- 
cerned about some books she found in 
the store. 

Mid-conversation she revealed that 
she was writing a story for the paper. 
I questioned her on this misrepresen- 
tation but I did agree to continue the 
conversation. 

There are several points in this ar- 
ticle with which I seriously disagree. 
In the interest on expediency I will 
only deal with the most serious fac- 
tual error in her story. 

It became apparent during our con- 
versation that Ms. Newell had her

story well in mind before coming to 
talk to me. Comments I made about 
some books became a procedure for 
all books in her story. 

On the subject of reviewing the 
books sold in the store, what I really 
said to her is that it is not possible in 
light of the extraordinary number of 
titles we sell to review every book. 
That simply is true. 


The strength of a university’s book 


department is the breadth of its offer- 
ings. Most people in a university set- 
ting greatly appreciate the diversity 
of books found here. 

To write a story in a way that im- 
plies that no books are reviewed be- 
cause every specific book isn’t re- 
viewed, is certainly a disservice to the 
five buyers who are extremely consci- 
entious about their assignments. 

The reviews may occur following a 
complaint, but much more fre- 
quently, they occur when ordering 
the book or when it arrives in the 
store. Since this process seems to be a 
point of confusion in Ms. Newell’s ar- 
ticle, I will try to describe it more 
clearly. 

When publishers present new titles 
to us for ordering, it is far in advance 
of the book’s actual existence. We 
rely on the descriptive material sup- 
plied by the publisher, the reputation 
of the author and the publisher, the 
subject matter and any additional in- 
formation the publishers’ representa- 
tives may have. 

In most cases they are familiar with 
our store and can help guide us 
through this process. These deci- 
sions, however must be made literally 
thousands of times a year, and 
frankly, books do arrive that are later 
deemed unacceptable for this store. 

Sometimes those are brought to 
our attention by customers and some- 
times the buyers, who read as many 
of the books as they can, find them. 

We stock over 100,000 titles. The

size of the stock alone means that we 
must rely on individuals to choose for 
themselves what they will read and 
what they will leave on the shelf. 

Books as innocuous as“ Best 
Christmas Pageant Ever” have been 
the object of customer complaint. Ob- 
viously, we cannot respond to every 
complaint by removing the book but}! 
every complaint is carefully ¢onmi¢a.s 
ered.

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Inher June 7 letter to the editor, Joni Demille 
expressed her outrage at an ad for Dungeons and 
Dragons that appeared in The Universe. Her out- 
rage is based on the fact that many “experts” link 
D&D to the recent rise in satanism. She also said 
that D&D is wholly contradictory to everything we 
value at BYU. 

The experts allege that D&D is inherently sa- 
tani¢, because it includes magic spells, devils, 
demons and many other “neathen’ religious ele- 
ments.

D&D does include spells; its rules clinically list 
them according to their power and what they do in 
game terms, but they do not tell how to cast them, 
and they never once refer to blood-stained towers 
or virgins.

Killing is also a part of the game, but only as a ast 
resort. An article by one of D&D’s creators said 
that “in pursuing the party’s objective an enemy 
avoided is the same as one defeated.”

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Engaged couples counseled, 
‘put fiance before friends’

Sometimes a diamond ring has to 
replace friends, according to several 
engaged BYU students. 

Shawn Baldwin, 19, a junior from 
Vacavilla, Calif., majoring in com- 
puter science, is engaged to be mar- 
ried in August. She said roommates 
should have certain expectations to 
help prevent conflicts. 

“Expect to see the fiance a lot. Ex- 
pect not to see your roommate. And 
expect her priorities to be different 
from yours,” she said. “Even if you 
are good friends, the engagement 
takes precedence over the friendship. 
She is going to spend more time with 
her fiance because it’s a necessary and 
important part of being engaged.” 

Baldwin also encourages room- 
mates to be supportive and prepared 
for emotional outbursts from their en- 
gaged roommates. 

“When you’re engaged your emo- 
tions go up and down. You have some 
doubting days when you wonder if 
you're getting married too soon, or if 
you know this person well enough to 
marry him. Other days you're so 
happy you can’t wait.” 

It helps if your roommates under- 
stand this and are patient with you, 
she said. 

Suzanne Johnson, a 20-year old En- 
glish major from Temple, Texas, who 
is also engaged, said it is important 
for the roommates not to impose their 
own opinions, values and morals on 
the engaged person. 

“When I called one roommate to tell 
her I was engaged, she didn’t say any- 
thing.
